WOR)

1060 CKMX which they don’t want to do (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


9420, May 13 at 0034, VOG talk seems not distorted now tho 
on P-F S6-S9 signal (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk KOREA NORTH. 11710, May 17 at 1440, sweet music from the workers’ 
paradise, during VOK French hour to N America, S9-S7 and // 9435 is 
S5-S6; but 13760.2 is a JBA carrier (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MALI. 5995, May 19 at 0613, no signal from ORTM; I don’t often 
bother to log it while it’s there every night; propagation OK with 
7254.9 Nigeria (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MALI. 13685, May 13 at 1357, S9-S8 open carrier, off briefly at 
1358, 1400 music opening CRI in English; with long path echo from 
Bamako II. Was sked from 1300 French, 1400-1600 English (Glenn Hauser,

Timesignal ends at 
2300:04 but including internet delay, and opening German which he says 
this hour will include ‘Briefkasten’, the reactivated mailbag repeat; 
2300.8 into Nachrichten news rather than satellite parameters. But 
chopped off the air at 2304x, so the sloppyrators at Emirler, where 
something is always erroneous, are not so sleepy tonight. And the 
Brazilians are out of luck for accidental Portuguese an hour later. 
BTW, to time the timesignal I found CHU readable on 7850 while WWV on 
5 and 10 was not, into ATS-909 rx beside noisy TVs and computer (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR)

Blitzortung shows a small storm right around Monticello into NB, 
but no recent or current lightning strixe. Must have closed down as 
precaution, but streaming of WOR and UBMP is still working, where I 
would listen anyway. Still off SW at 2249, but by 2257, 9330 and 7490 
are back on; a JBA carrier on 6160: that would be Iran in Arabic from 
2250: another reason for WBCQ to get off 6160 permanently, like shift 
to 6155 as I keep proposing. By 2318, 6160- is on with music at 
$9/+10, carrier offset minus 108 Hz = 6158.892 kHz.

New WOR 2087 should be ready by early UT May 21 for first broadcasts 
on WRMI 5850 & 7780 at 0130 Friday (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 6159.9, May 13 at 0038, WBCQ with Area 61 old time radio 
suffers splash from stronger 6165 RHC. Still refuses to get away from 
Cuba as I keep pointing out 6155 is available (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. (7489.9+), UT Sat May 15 from 0000, WBCQ monitored only on 
webcast for ‘AAAWWW’. Usual opening amenities including fiddling with 
mikes, gushing over Angela's beauty; first mostly discussion of COVID, 
vaccinations, etc., with Angela's usual heated denunciations even tho 
she has been shot; people wearing masks freak her out since she can't 
stand to have anything on her own face, even makeup. 


At 0019 he says 6160 is down so they are on 7490 only now. I don't 
even try to hear them on SW, but if I did, 6160 would have been 
splashed by 6165 Cuba like previous nights. From Florida studio. At 
0020 about how he repaired WWII-era equipment for radio surveillance 
40-4000 MHz, and all the stuff that can be heard above 1 GHz. But says 
he is *‘the dumbest’* as he has to tell an antenna story: There is a 
45-foot vertical master receiving antenna used to monitor WBCQ from ME 
and anything else. Last year he knocked it with a pickup, but got it 
back into position with a ratchet strap and a steel hook. Strangely, 
reception has been unusually weak for six months; what could it be? He 
just realized the hook was positioned so that it grounded the antenna!

Then some talk about Allan's forty-five foot vertical antenna as his 
house and the problems he's had with it and how he fixed it. Then some 


talk about various forms of energy and how the country should handle 
it. Allan also mentioned that Angela would be filming him repair some 
old equipment and posting it on YouTube. A plug for Fair Radio Sales 
and then into reading of emails at 0056. Closing prayer at 0059 and 
program off at 0100. John, Mid-North Indiana’* (Glenn Hauser, OK,

xx US A. 15770, May 13 at 1401, S9-S7 of dead air from WRMI instead 
of SMTV (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 7570, May 14 at 0626, WRMI-11 is finally back on air, with 
what else? Dead Brother Scare. S9+4Q since it’s the NW/315 degree 
antenna aimed right at us across mid-America. By April 6, it had 
vanished shortly after his QRT April 3, in reduxion of total Overkill 
hours? Or was it tech problem? 7570 had however stayed on the WRMI 
sked fortuitously dated April 2 and still so tho certainly modified 
Since then, if not totally uptodate: WRMI-11 7570: at 00-11 TOMBS, 
11-14 SMTV, 14-16 Sat only additional TOMBS. I never got around to 
checking what became of those SMTV hours: was she still on 7570, or 
elsefrequencied? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

WRMI-10. Misprogrammed automation or test for some reason? Last time I 
caught same way after-hours was April 6, also a Tuesday, no 
coincidence?

modulation, from WEWN 15610, thanks to HF sporadic E boost to S9 way 
above its normal JBA level. There might be match on the low side, 
15601.8, but not exactly, rather a weak amorphous blob. Also a 
suspicious JBA carrier at 15532.1 but doesn’t compute as related. I 
expect the plus/minus 8.2 kHz spurs are always there but normally 
inaudible here due to weakness of fundamental. 


BTW, contrary to some sporadic E also showing up on CB, the rest of 
the SW range above 9 MHz is virtually vacant in depressed F2 
propagation conditions (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 5085, May 15 at 2157, since it’s Saturday with ham stuff, 
WTWW-2 is on already and detectable but VP in noise level despite 
S9/+10. A week ago per other monitoring, they tried 9930 instead which 
should work much better in the daytime except in the skip zone. By 
2321, 5085 has become VG and 9930 is still off. 


5085, UT Sun May 16 at 0025, now ‘Theater Organ Under the Arch’ is 


already running, but too distorted on SW; I check again the TX2 live 
stream, and finally it’s not blocked by BrowserGuard, so I listen in 
pristine $tereo: more George Wright recordings, or repeat. Was Bob 
Heil’s ‘‘mentor, teacher, great friend’*. Went on the Hammond stuff by 
other thorganists, some sounding pianic, ending with his own 
composition at 0040-0042.5, whence WTWW hurries to fulfill an alleged 
rock request on their automated system (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 5050, May 15 at 2321, WWRB weekend-only broadcast is on, 
songs, inoffensive enough tho presumably hymns if I could make out the 
lyrix, VG S$9+10/20. After pause, 2328 a gospel huxter starts with no 
intro except TG. Eventually wife reminds him to do so: Brother Jerry, 
and wonderful wife Rosie, from a ministry in zip 44631. Hmm, what 
would the wife of a brother be? Surely not a sister - that would be 
incestuous; sister-in-law? But as a preachess herself would never 
self-identify as an in-law; hmm, conundrum (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

7260, May 16, JBA music presumed R. Vanuatu cuts off at 
Q559:23*; in the 16 seconds it takes me to retune to 11835, it’s
